coast last summer. 


The dispatch pertaining to the en­ 
dowment is as follows: 


“The other endowment is in mem­ 
ory of E. Blish Thompson of Sey­ 
mour, Ind., of the class of 1904, who 
was lost when the steamer sunk. 
A 
scholarship of $600 annually in the 
Sheffield Scientific School is to be 
awarded to graduates of the Shields 
High School, Seymour, 
Ind., 
from 
which institution, Mr. Thompson was 
graduated. 
The fund is established 
by his widow.” 


It was stated that Mrs. Thompson 
had not intended that publicity be 
given the scholarship 
until 
formal 
announcement with the requirements 
be made in the local high schools, the 
pupils of which will be benefited by 
the gift. 
The details have not been 
completely decided upon, but it is ex­ 
pected that a complete report will be 
made in the local school in the near 
future, probably before the Thanks­ 
giving holidays,

URGES PUBL ICATION 


OF NEW ARMY FL NA 


Garrison Would Make Public 


General Staff Report. 


W ashington, Nov. 16.—The rep ort 
of the general stalf of the army set­ 
ting forth what it believes to be the 
p rop er military p olicy for the United 
States will be recommended by Secre­ 
tary Garrison to President Wilson to 
be made p ublic. 
The staff believes the regular army 
should he increased to 225,000 men, 
serving two years with the colors and 
four in reserve. 
It also recommended 
the creation of an auxiliary force of 
men with one year’s m ilitary training 
to (he num ber of 1,000,000. 
It is the 
conviction of many members of the 
general staff, who p articip ated in the 
dra ting of its rep ort, that the United 
States never will arrive at an adequate 
military p olicy until it adop ts the p rin­ 
cip le regarding every man in the coun­ 
try a s subject to military duty. 
The view of the adm inistration is 
that while the rep ort of the general 
staff may he the counsel of p erfection, 
its p rop osals are too radical to he sub­ 
mitted to congress as the p rogram to 
be adop ted. 
Mr. 
G arrison’s 
own 
recommends 
tions, which have already been made 
p ublic with lhe ap p roval of the p resi­ 
dent, were arrived at through a modi­ 
fication of I he general staff p rop osals.
